BRIBE TAKING IS CHARGED 


Police Marine Department Here 
Involvéd in Mysterious 
Appearance of $9,500. 


Mayor Henry Wissel of Edgewater, 
N. J.; James A. Dinan, Chief of Po- 
lice of that town, and seventeen other 
defendants charged with conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition and 
customs laws were placed on trial yes- 
terday before Federal Judge Isaac M. 
Meekins in the United States District 
Court here. 

Just before the selection of a jury 
Cecil Kinder and D. Turney-of Chicago, 
and Maurice Bordenp alias Tony Mur- 
phy, of Newport, R. 1., pleaded guilty 
to the same indictment: Following its 
custom, the Government will * 
men, one of whom, Kinder, is d to 
have been the leader of the alleged 
conspiracy, as witnesses. 

The Governmént again experienced 
difficulty in obtaining a ‘jury because 
sO many talesmen said they were &o 
strongly opposed to the Volstead act 
that they felt they would be unable 
to render a fair and impartial verdict. 
Mere opposition to the prohibition 
statute did not: excuse a talesman, : but 
those who admitted they could. not 
the case fairly becaube of their at 
tude were excused for cause. 

Some of the talesmen were astonish- 
ingly frank, One told —— United 
States Attorney Herman.T. Stichman, 
who. heads the prosecution, that a 
member of his family had been “run- 
ning the stuff in from the North” since 
prohibition. Another admitted that he 
was at this time financially interested 
in the liquor business. Mr. Stichman 


wthanked them for their frankness and 
excused them. 


Thirty-three Named in Indictment. 


Thirty-three defendants were named 
in the indictment, which deals ,spe- 
cifically with the attempt last April to 
land at Edgewater a $2,000,000 liquor 
cargo from the rum-running steamship 
Eker, which was seized off Yonkers 
in the Hudson River. 

Of the thirty-three defendants, six 
have not “been arrested, four have 
jumped their bail, three have pleaded 
guilty, and one, Captain M. 
Reaves of the Eker, is serving a sen- 
tence of eleven months in -prison if 
Nassau, Baliama Islands, for shatig- 
haing George Pinder, a negro con- 
stable there who boarded his . vessel.

“Rinaldo and Armida,’”’ Once Owned 
by Newcastles, Called Artist’s 
Finest Allegorical Work. 


The painting of ‘Rinaldo and Armi- 
da,” by Anthony van Dyck, said to be 
the finest allegorical work of the 
‘Flemish artist, has been bought by 
Jacob Epstein, a ‘Baltimore merchant, 
and brought to this country, it was 
learned yesterday. Mr. Epstein is said 
to have paid about $250,000 for the pic- 
tyre, after seeing it in London, just as 
@ group of British art lovers was 
raising a fund somewhat smaller than 
that, so that the painting might. be 
preserved and put in the British Na- 
tional Gallery. 

The sale of the picture was an- 
nounced yesterday by Knoedler & Co., 
14 East Fifty-seventh Street, in whose 
}London showroom Mr. Epstein first 
saw it. At Knoedler’s the name of the 
buyer was withheld,. but it was said 
that the picture had been received in 
this city within the last two weeks and 
shipped immediately to Baltimore, 
where it is to hang in the Baltimore 
Art Museum as a loan. The buyer is 
gaid to have requested that his name 
bé kept secret. 

Mr. Epstein's identity was —— 
in Baltimore, where he is President of 
the American Wholesale 
and noted not only as an art collector’ 
but 4s a leader in civic and phflanthro- 
pic movements. His business career 


in which he rose from the rank of 
peddler. Today his investments in, 
ait alone are said to bé cohsiderably 
more than $1,000,000. This latest paint- 
ing is understood to be his finest 
acquisition. 


Exhibited in England. 


The picture comes from the collec- 
tion of the Duke of Newcastle at 
Clumber Park, Nottinghamshire, Eng- 
land. It was to have been shown at 
the exhibition of Flemish art now 
going on at Burlington House, London, 
but was withdrawn from that show on 
account of the sale. The painting is a 
large one, 90 by 96 inches. At Knoed- 
ler’s it: was declared to be one of. the 
most important acquisitions,by Ameri- 
cans within a year. 

According to Lionel Cust, the Eng- 
lish art critic, writing in 1900, the pic- 
ture probably was painted by van 
Dyck in 1629 and 1630, expressly to 
the order of Charles I. Sir Hadymion 
Porter, a gentleman of the chamber 
to the — who frequently acted 
as the King’s agent in the purchase of 
paintings 
picture for the royal collection in 1629. 

The artist chose as his subject an 
episode from ‘Jerusalém Delivered,” 
an epic poem by Tasso, written in 
1574. The story concerns the love of 
Rinaldo, a knight engaged in the 
crusade for the delivery of Jerusalem, 
and Armida, a sorceress. 

According to the poem, the Spirit 
of Evil employed this sorceress to en- 
tice Rinaldo and some of his Christian 
coworkers from their great task. The 

enchantress at first was fairly suc- 
cessful in her érrand for the Evil 
One, for she enticed the good knight to 
an island remote: from the scene of 
battles with the Saracens, and it is

“The American Consul at Amoy has 
reported that the situation there is 
quiet. He also made a report with re- 
gard to conditions in the interior as 
quiet, but expressed a fear of serious 
trouble if any bloodshed occurs. All 
British and American citizens who are 
arriving at Amoy have been advised 
to come within the zone of protection 
of the landing forces. All districts 
have issued notices for the protection 
of the lives and properties of the mis- 
sionaries.

The missionary effort in Fukien 
Province may not regain its former 
proportions for a long time. At nearly 
every station all school buildings have 
been taken over by Nationalist au- 
thorities or soldiery, while the fact 
that many former mission students 
were ‘leaders of anti-Christian mobs 
has raised doubts among some mis- 
sionaries whether it is worth while to

Archbishop Moray del Rio, with his

PUERTO CABEZAS, Nicaragua, Jan. 
3t @.-—Prediction that the “military 
operations” of the United States ma- 
rines in Nicaragua ultimately will re- 
sult in their opening fire against the 
Liberal forces was made in a statement 
given to The Associated Press today by 
Dr. Juan Sacasa; head-of the Liberal 
Government which has been set up 
here. 

Stating that the Conservative Gov- 
ernment of President Adolfo Diaz, 
which has been recognized by the 
United States, could not exist long 
. without support of the American 
forces, Dr. Sacasa declared that he had 
done everything possible to avoid con- 
flict with the marines despite ‘‘out- 
* against the Liberals. 

viewing various peace efforts, Dr. 
Sacasa declared that peace in Nicara- 
gua based on the continuance of Pres- 
» Adent Diaz in the executive post was 
an impossibility. At the same time Dr. 
reiterated his previous state- 
ments that he himself would never be 
an obstacle to any real honorable 
peace which might be offered him. He 
‘was: only defending the right of the 
Nicaraguan people to settle their own 
internal affairs, he added, and he had 
no animosity toward the American 
Government and had never obstructed 
the policy of the United States. 


Wants Americans to ‘Know Facts.” 


‘Dr. Sacasa’s statement follows: 

"I would like Americans to know the 
following facts: Diaz does not control 
the country. On the contrary, the de- 
! feats which the Liberals have inflicted 
on Diaz’s forces are decisive, which 
Rear Admiral Latimer, admits in com- 
mufiications to the State Department 
published in the United States. 

“My forces would control the country 
if the marines were not engaged in 
military operations against us and if 
we were not suffering from the ef- 
fecta of a severe blockade preventing 
the transport of provisions, even Red 
Cross supplies, to our armies and if 
the marines did not occupy towns 
which we are about to capture. Should 
the marines suspend the hostilities 
‘against the Liberals, the Diaz Gov- 
ernment could not last. 

“T have done everything possible to 
avoid conflict with the marines 4de- 
spite outrages against us such as the 
seizure of arms at Puerto Cabezas, 
which ultimately were returned, and 
the seizure of 2,000,000 cartridges and 
about. 700 rifles at Rio Grande, which 
were dumped into the river. Despite 
these hostilities, the Liberal army ad- 
vances and is routing the enemy in 
several places in the interior of the 
republic, méanwhile equipping them- 
selves with arms captured from the 
enemy. 

“In due course the marines will have 
to open fire against the Liberals and 
kill hundreds of Nicaraguan citizens 
to ——— Diaz, as in 1912. 

‘Briefly, as to the situation with 
purposes of promoting peace: It is 
obvious that Diaz has nothing to offer. 
He has not a legal right to the Presi- 
dency. The only argument he can ad- 
vance is the moral and material sup- 
port of the American Government. On 
the contrary, I am legally entitled to 
the Presidency, backed morally and 
materially by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Nicaraguans. The marines 
are only delaying our decisive triumph. 
Iam, moreover, supported by the pub- 
lic opinion of the entire world and a 
majority of citizens of the United 
States who are lovers of justice and 
liberty. 

“The preceding statements explain 
the impossibility of a peace based on 
Diaz in the Presidency. I defend the 
rights of the Nicaraguan people with- 
out the slightest animosity toward the 
| American Government, reiterating with 
great pleasure es | similar previous 
statements that have never ob- 
structed the policy of the United 
States. 

“Tt is, however, the inalienable right 
: of the. Nicaraguan people to settle 

their internal difficulties by them- 
selves, defending their constitutional 
rights. I deeply deplore the bloody 
civil war annihilating my country, sin- 
cerely desiring peace based on justice 
and dignity as proved in the United 

States, not with malicious messages 
=e but with the following 
acts: 


Offers Made by Liberals. 


“During the Corinto conferences the 
Liberal delegates proposed to submit 
the Nicaraguan conflict to arbitration 
by the Governments of the United 
States and Central America, which was 
rejected by the Conservatives. Then 
the Liberals ‘offered my resignation 
from the: Presidency, provided that a 
Senator filiated with either party 
assumed the Presidency in a constitu- 
tional and legal way, receiving the 
support of both parties.

A. P. PARIS BUREAU MOVES. 


Transfer to Larger Quarters Made 
Without Break in Service. 


PARIS, Jan. 31 (#).—The Paris Bureau 
of The Associated Press, whose work 
has steadily been expanding, today 
completed its removal to larger quar- 
ters at 21 Rue Vivienne without a 
break in its lines of communication 
with the capitals of Europe and the 
United States. 

Expansion of the French service and 
that of Eastern Europe, which is re- 
layed through Paris to New York, re- 
quired larger offices than those which 
the bureau had occupied for man 
years. An entire floor of a new build- 
ing not far from its old offices in the 
Place de la Bourse was engaged.

The new offices give ample provision 
for a feature service, archives and full 
office equipment.

Smith Plan, Quotes: the 
Late President. 


HE WARNED: OF MONOPOLY 


Declared In 1914 Water Belonged to 
State—Opposed Move Then to 
Give Control to Corporations. 


Arthur Garfield Hays, Chairman of 
the Public Committee on Power, 
quoted President Roosevelt yesterday 
to support.Governor Smith’s plan for 
the creation of a State Water Power 
Authority, as embodied in the Down- 
ing-Bloch bill. Mr. Hays quoted the 
late President as having said in a 
speech at Potsdam on Oct. 9, 1914: 

“You have here in this section a 


most. valuable’ asset in your water 
power. You have el too many 
men in the past who have taken what 
belongs to the nation. The coal barons 
and the oil barons do not begin to 
compare with the water power barons. 
Do not let them get a monopoly of 
what belongs to the State. Here in 
this county there is a persistent effort 
being made to give to private corpora- 
tions this enormous water power. 
There is an effort to give it to the 
aluminum trust. * * * Don’t give 
away your water power for promises 
of quick development. 

‘In the course of the last few gen- 
erations, the most valuable resources 
of the country have gone into the 
hands: of a comparatively small num- 
ber of men,” Mr. Hays said. ‘‘With 
the recent development of power and 
the tremendous plans for the develop- 
ment of power, it is very likely that 
at the end of the next generation those 
who control power will control the 
economic resources of the country. 
Presumptively, no sane .man would 
like to see this power entirely in the 
hands of private individuals, however 
benevolent they may seem to be. 

*‘We have come largely to be swayed 
by words and labels instead of by 
facts: Not so long ago anything was 
damned if it could be designated as 
socialistic. ‘That sort of thing was so 
largely overdone that today the bogey- 
man of public control frightens only 
a few timid souls. It does not even 
worry the power barons. They use the 
word only for ulterior purposes. 

“But, even on their own ground, 
that of the figures, the Power Author- 
ity plan is sound. In many fields, in- 
cluding that of power, the State has 
shown what it can do. Both in theory 
and in practice the method has proved 
advantageous.”’ 





Endorses Parties for Children. 

“Estimates show that New York 
mothers spend over $200,000 a year for 
children’s parties,’’ Miss Madeline 
Snyder, child study expert and director 
of the Children’s Entertainment Bu- 
reau, of 108 East Fifty-seventh Street, 
told an audience of mothers at the 
Wanamaker auditorium yesterday. 
She said such parties were ‘‘the key to 
the child’s future.” 


Essex County Physician. Says There | 
Is Too Much “Gun-Toting.” 


Dr. Harrison §, Maitland, County. 
Physician of Essex County, N. J., seid 
yesterday in his annual report that 
homicides had increased in that county 
from twenty-seven in 1925 to forty- 
four. in 1926; ot. which thirty-three 
were in Newark. 

“There seems to be entirely too much 
gun-toting in Essex County,” he said. 
“The laws. should be changed for 

speedier apprehension and trial of per- 
sons who own deadly weapons.”’

So Termed by Thompson Speaking 
on Phillippines in Boston. 





A. Thompson of Cleveland, who re- 
cently surveyed conditions in the 
Philippines for President Coolidge, to- 
day told the Republican Club of Massa- 
chusetts that much must be done be- 
fore the islands can enjoy indepen- 
dence. 

Complete independence is impossible 
now, but ‘‘while we are preparing the 
Filipinos for self-government we 
should not reduce the internal au- 
tonomy which they have been eo. 
unless their own: conduct should make 
this necessary,”’ 
asserted. 

Touching upon the breach between 
Governor General Leonard Wood and 
the Legislature, he declared it had 
weached the stage where no construc- 
tive legislation was possible. He de- 
scribed the Governor’s advisers, pop- 
ularly known as his ‘‘cavalry cabinet,” 
as men of “splendid military records 
and gentlemen of the highest type,’ 
but declared ‘‘it is impossible to over- 
look the criticism that they are unfit 
for the task assigned to them and that, 
in some cases, they have caused need- 
less friction by tactless methods.”

Dr. Butler and General Parsons 
Celebrate Second Year 
With Radio Messages. 


FRIENDS INVITED TO LISTEN 


President of Columbia Points Out 
Importance as Guide for 
Entire Nation. 


The second anniversary of the begin- 
ning of the construction of the Medical 
Centre at 168th Street and Broadway, 


a joint project of Columbia University 
Medical College and Presbyterian 
Hospital, was celebrated last night 
with radio addresses by Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler, President of Co- 
lumbia, and’ General “William Bar- 
clay. Parsons, Chairman of the Joint 
Administrative Board of the Centre. 

Dr. Butler’s address was sent out 
from Station WJZ at 7 o'clock, while

nature a report of progress, was 
made over ‘Station WMSG; Madison 
Square Garden, at 8:15: Dr. Butler 
could not be present, and his address 
was read by Dr. C. C. Burlingame, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Joint Adminis- 
trative Board, 

All trustees, managers and members 
of the Faculties of the eleven units 
now associated in the Medical Centre 
had been informed in advance of the 
addresses and thousands of invitations 
to listen in had been sent to other 
friends. 

Dr. Butler pointed out that the unt- 
versity and the hospital, in working 
out the Medical Centre, were carry- 
ing out an ideal established for Co- 
lumbia at the commencement of King’s 
College on May 16, 1769. 

“New York stands with London and 
Paris as one of the three true capital 


To it are drawn a very large propor- 
tion of the ambition and competence 
of the nation, and from it radiate 
streams of influence incalculably 
strong.

‘Columbia University is 
planning to meet the need and is ex- 
tending the wing of the Vanderbilt 
Clinic to secure the necessary space. 
The Medical College and the several 
hospitals are constructing large re- 
search laboratories and furnishing 
them with the latest and most ad- 
vanced scientific equipment where 
every form of human ailment may he 
examined and studied, and undoubt- 
edly relief discovered in those matters 
where accurate knowledge is still lack- 
ing.’’

The famous Suzanne is already: planning a — 
tour of European tennis courts. when she completes her 


engagements over here. She may even go to Australia , 


and Japan and, as far ay is known, the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association will put no impediments in the 
way of such a trip. So far’as the amateur tennis body 
is concerned, there would be fo weeping and wailing if 
all the tennis professionals went to Japan and stayed 
there. 

When Mile, Suzanne decided to turn professional she 
was quoted as saying that the distinction between an 
amateur and a professional in England was: social, in 


America financial and in tennis imaginary. .This made 


a hit ‘with everybody except temnis players. 

Just a Spectacle. 
Undoubtedly the tour of the C. C. Pyle troupe was 

made profitable because of the fact that ‘many people 


were willing to separate themselves from a few dollars 
just to have a look at Suzanne Lenglien. This was the 


girl who was so. far ahead of all other women tennis’ 


‘players ‘that she was in a class by herself. This was 
the girl who had played tennis with some ofthe crowned 
heads of Europe and who had kept other crowned heads 
waiting in vain for her to take the court. 

An attraction like that was bound to draw gate re- 
_ceipts, but there is no indication that the spectators 


took these professionals tennis matches too seriously 


from a competitive standpoint. Miss Mary K. Browne 
played Mile. Lenglen regularly, and lost just as regu- 
larly. It didn’t matter. Nobody cared who won as long 
as the crowd ‘saw the famous Suzanne. : 


How Long Will It Last? 


When one prizefighter knocks another prizefighter 
about the ring a few times, there is no ‘‘public demand’’ 
that these two gentlemen get into the ring again.- If 
some ‘baseball team defeated another team “twenty 
Straight times there would be no need'to call out reserves 
to handle the crowd for the twenty-first game. Profes- 
sional sports draw a ‘‘gate’’ which is directly propor- 
tional to the interest in the competition which is. ex- 
pected to develop. 

Fight fans. take their fights seriously, sometimes too 
much so. A jbaseball fan who doesn’t root vociferously 
for one team or the other is a rare specimen. But where 
are the tennis followers who will turn out to cheer their 
favorite professional to victory? 

They turned out to see Suzanne. They may have re- 
mained to see Richards. But nobody cared who won 
and no sport can go far on that basis.

For the rest, Mr. Sherwood seems to 
have attempted a satire in the vein of 
Anatole France, Bernard Shaw or our 
own sardonic John Erskine. This-half- 
Athenian. wife of a. sonorous Roman 
Senator does not share the stern vir- 
tues of her city; with a smirking sort 
of superiority she pits Aristotle against 
Hannibal and talks smugly of science 
and learning while her husband thinks 


-jonly of glory. In these scenes Mr. 


Sherwood has given modern foibles 
the anacronistic settings of Rome, ‘216 
B. C.:. “Oedipus Rex” is damned as a 
“coarse play,”’ ill-becoming the wife of 
@ respectable Roman Senator; and this 
pleasure-loving woman is reproved for 
demanding more dinner on “Sweetless 
Saturday,” observed in Rome for the 
benefit of the armies struggling on the 
battlefield. 

Written. neatly, with a sense of 
spoken dialogtie in the theatre, these 
‘thrusts might carry a full load of irony 
and critigize the stupidities of the pres- 
ent,day through the loose costumery. of 
ancient history, as Mr. Shaw does it 
with a red-hot pen point,..Mr. Sher- 
wood’s humor, however, seems me- 
chanical and obvious. It is seldom 
edged with the reproving double mean- 
ing of brilliant irony. Instead of cut- 
ting us to the quick, Amytis, the way- 
ward wife, rather suggests the true 
reason why the Romans hated the 
Athenians, and were contemptuous of 
those obsequious countrymen who af- 
fected the graces of Greek culture. 
This part, and the burlesque, is not 
superior wisdom. It is burgeois so- 
phistication and it soon becomes bor- 
ing in.the theatre. 

Having begun on the note of satire, 
“The Road ‘to Rome’’ then drifts off 
into risqué farce of the boulevards. 
Amytis has heard what calamities the 
Carthaginian soldiers visit upon the 
defenseless women of the region 
through which the army passes. De- 
scribing the cruelty and pestilence of 
Hannibal, Fabius Maximus concludes: 
“And “an epidemic of: pregnancy” fol- 
lows the course of his army.”’ Married 
to an aging husband, all this’ seems 
far less dreadful to Amytis than to 
Fabius, and..she seeks out. Hannibal 
apparently with no other. motive. 
Again, Mr. Sherwood: writes with 
heavy touch; and an episode that 
might seem brisk and salty in the 


suave style of an accomplished farceur. 


becomes crude and at length stupid 
through its uncertainty. Mr. Sher- 
wood does better with the ‘“‘What Price 
Glory” satire of a squad of Cartha- 
genian soldiers who suffer verbal] in- 
dignities from an officious top ser- 
geant.

the old thesis of what happens te the 
boy who does right by the girl in “‘For 
Better or Worse,’’ which has slipped 
into the Mansfield Theatre. with an al- 
mst. ostentatious lack of preliminary 
fanfare. This, too, is the first work of 
@ newcomer from the Middle West to 
have a hearing in New York. The 
author’s name is Allen de Lano and 
his plan is, on the whole, a decidedly 
uneven job. 

During the course of its three acts, 
“For Better or Worse’ contains a few 
scattered moments of dramatic effec- 
tivéness, but it is so lopsided, over- 
written and overplayed that these in- 
terludes are lost in the general tur- 
moil. Starting somewhat in the vein of 
@ none too happy farce comedy, the 
play turns deadly earnest after the 
first act and for the remainder of the 
evening, through the use of several 
meretricious devices, threads its way 
around the edge of its subject ‘without 
ever.coming honestly to grips with it. 

The. boy in this case is the pam- 
pered, petted, only child of well-to-do 
small-town parents, and the girl with 
whom he becomes involved is the 
orphaned house drudge. Of course, he 
marries her and there is all the usual 
Clash of dissimilar personalities, tastes 
and temperaments. He wants'to be a 
writer and spouts the usual collegiate 
socialistic platitudes about the work- 
ing classes. and their improvement, to 
which he plans to devote his life and 
his pen. She, interested only in the 
movies and raucous wailings of the 
latest jazz phonograph records, has 
not even the taste for domesticity 
which might permit her husband to 
adapt himself to other of her short- 
comings. But in the end, after much 
pother about beauty, creative art, 
man’s inequality to man, mutual com- 
patibility, souls in thraldom, art in 
bondage, the relative merits of Cali- 
éornia and Florida and the proper ways 
to celebrate a first wedding anniver- 
sary, and after one of the longest ‘and 
most unbelievable soliloquies current 
on the town’s. stages, the frustrated 
young idealist decides to try to patch 
it up and go on, while the general 
state of the drama suffers another 
relapse.

All ‘the. evidence from: Washington 
and the country is that Mr, McApoo’s 
prohibition speech fell flat,.so far as 
‘he personally is concerned.

discuss. Herexis nothing to stir the 
imagination, at least of seaboard peo- 
ples. But the facts and figures con- 
tained in’ this austere Government 
report may well warm the heart of 
the Middle West farmer. For they tell 
him that if a deeper waterway is built 
from the lakes to the sea he can 
ship his wheat to Liverpool at half 


current costs. The cheapest present 


combination of ‘rates from Duluth to 
Liverpool is 17.6 cents a bushel. Over 
the St. Lawrence route it could.trayel 
for 8 to 11.2‘cents a bushel; over the 
alternative route across New. York 
State for 9 to 12.9 cents a bushel. 
That should make some’ of thé best 
reading that has come the way of the 
Middle West farnfer in many a weary 
year. He has recently been the victim 
of an economic distortion over which 
he has had no. control. Increased rail- 
way rates since the war have forced 
him to pay from 6 to 12 cents more 
per bushel to: reach world markets. 
Foreign farmers fo? the most part 
raise their crops close to ocean ‘ports, 
and so are not penalized, because ship- 
Ping rates are much the same as be- 
fore the war. The report gives some 
interesting figures on comparative 
current freight rates. To ship a thou- 
sand” bushels of wheat a thousand 
miles tosts $175-to $225 by rail, $110 
to $140 by New York State Barge 
Canal, $65 on’ the Mississippi. River, 
$20 to $30 on the Great Lakes and $17 
to $25 on the Atlantic Ocean. The 
obvious lesson of such statistics is 
that wherever practicable we should 
make a wider use of our waterways. 


THE GOVERNOR ON PARKS. 

Governor SMITH’s special message 
to the Legislature asks for about 
$2,000,000 to be expended over: and 
above the funds made available by the 
1923 bond*issue for the purchase and 
improvement of State park lands and 
perkways. The major projects in ex- 
istence or planned when the bond issue 
wa: floated are, in the main, cared 
for by the funds thus obtained. But 
numerous other plans have since been 
undertaken, and must be speedily 
acted upon if they are to be most 
cheaply consummated. Among these 
are portions of the Saratoga, Springs 
reservation, the Finger Lakes district, 
the. Westchester system and various 
projects on Long Island, including the 
southern parkway and the Jones Beach 
causeway and development. .Stressing 
especially.the value and importance of 
the last named, the Governor points 
out that the Nassau improvements are 
the only ones near the city border and 
that the people of the city pay the 
greater part of the expense of acquir- 
ing, developing’ and maintaining all 
State parks. 

The Governor proposes to discuss the 
methods of financing these park re- 
quirements. with’ the leaders of the 
Legislature. The extra sum. required 
is large, and will doubtless’ ‘be insuffi- 
cient completely to cover the expense 
of these developments, But\the ‘pur- 
pose is so worthy and the expenditure 
so much Inthe hature of a permanent 
investment that it is to be hoped that 
no obstacles will be placed in the way. 
of turnishing the money, The expan- 
sion of the State park system has’ 
‘| been great during the last few years.

Without waiting tor: the action of 
the Hunterdon County Grand Jury 
in ‘the tases of Lieutenant Roposrs 
and ‘fourteen troopers of the New 
Jersey State “Police charged ‘with 
the murder of: Beatrice’ MEANEFY at 
Jutland in December, or. of _ be- 
ing accessories, Colonel Scuwarzkopr, 
Superintendent of the constabulary, 
ordered, an inquiry. in the interests 
of discipline and efficiency. |The re- 
port of a board of officers sustains 


‘the Coroner’s. finding that the at 


tack on the .Méaney. farmhouse was 
“unwarranted and atrocious.” High- 
power rifles were used in a bombard- 
ment of the -premisés after Tirmorny 


refused. to give himself up and had 
fired on the police with a gun lodded 
with birdshot. They held a warrant 
charging him with cruelty to the farm 
cattle. The casualties on. the side of 
the Meannrs were the fatal wounding 
of the sister, who died later at a hos- 
pital,~and the crippling of Jamns 
MEANEY,.a brother. He was shot in 
the. knee in the yard of the house. 
Firing was kept up until.3. o'clock in 
the morning, when troopers, breaking 
down the door with a log, found the 
woman dying and James Meaney lying 
helpless ‘in another room.

The board of inquiry consisted of 
Major KIMBERLING, Captain Lams 
and Lieutenant Nicon.. It found that 
Lieutenant Ropcsrs on his arrival 
at the Méaiiey farmhouse with rein- 
forcements ordered the firing “ with- 
“out using peaceful and lawful means 
“to apprehend the Mgangys”; that 
‘when. entrance, into the hotise was, 
gained he did not render first aid to 
the wounded or “ get them the neces- 
sary medical. attention”; that his re- 
port ‘was not truthful — that he 
brought undue influence to bear’ upon 
troopers. to support his misstatements. 
It. was thé conclusion of the board that 
Corporal Daty. had struck Trmorzy 
MBANEY Several times after his arrest. 
The assault’ was held to be “ wanton, 
brutal and without’ justification.” The 
board found that Corporal Datr had 
taken property from Tim0THY MEANEY 
and not accounted for it. Another 
finding was that Trooper Larsen had 
shot JaMEs Meaney in the knee with- 
out sufficient provocation. On receiy- 
ing the report Colonel SCHWARZKOPF 
suspended Lieutenant. Ropagrs and 
Troopers Daty,.and Larsen-pending a 
trial in the nature of a court-martial. 
The other twenty-one members of the 
attacking party were exonerated on 
the ground that they had acted under 


«orders, 


Unless a constabulary is under strict 
discipline and usés judgment and dis- 
cretion in serving warrants and mak- 
ing .arrests, it becomes. a menace. 
Police stations ‘and courts are often 
far from the scene, and officers and 
men must be trained not to exceed 
their authority. . Theirs is sometimes 
a@ greater responsibility than that of 
a city policeman. It should not have 
been necessary to assemble a force of 
thirty troopers to make an arrest for 
alleged ill-treatn.ent of cattle and to 
discharge a score of bullets through 
the windows of a home in a night 
siere. The law must take its Course, 
but Colonel. ScuwarzKorr had a duty 
to perform in disciplining the body he 
commands. He has acted with vigor 
and: impartiality.

According to the Third International 
at Moscow, “the whole world is Jaugh- 
ing” at Secretary Ket1oca.

Interest Charge an $57,331,260 to 
. Be Reduced—-Funds for. 1927 
Program Provided. 


The largest piece of railroad financ- 
ing on record, with one exception, will 
appear today in an offering’ by Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. of $95,000,000 of Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Company first and re- 
funding mortgage 5 per cent. . gold 
bonds, series F. The bankers an- 
nounced last night that they. had pur- 
chased the issue, subject to the ap- 
proval: of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and ‘would offer -it for 
public subscription this morning at 100 
and accrued interest. ‘ 

Through this financing the railroad 
will replace with 5 per cent. bonds a 
total of $57,331,260 of its outstanding 6 
per cent. obligations and in addition 
extinguish $12,000,000 of 5 per cent. 
notes. The additional money will sup- 
ply funds for the entire program of 
the road for 1927 in the way of. expan- 
sions, betterments, and purchases of 
equipment. 

The only failroad. issue larger than 
this one was the $230,000,000 Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy 6% per cent. flo- 
tation made’ by a nation-wide syndi- 
cate in 1921. The present offering is 
the largest ever made under a single 
firm name. Customarily an issue of 
—* size is brought out by a syndicate 

banking houses. 

“The Missouri Pacific will redeem 
$49,101,500 principal’ amount of its first 
and :- refunding mortgage 6 per cent. 
bonds, made up of $25,000,000 of series 
'E, to be paid off on May 1, and $24,- 
101,500 of ‘series D, to be retired in 
August. These bonds are to be called 
at 107%. Both issues closed within a 
fraction of that price on the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The other 
redemptions to be made are $8,229,760 
of 6 per cent. notes issued to the 
United States Government and $12,000,- 
000 of 5 per cent. secured gold notes 
maturing on July 1. These sums make 
a total of $69,331,260 principal amount 
of obligations to be refunded. 

The substantial savings to be effected 
by the lowered interest rate illustrate 
the greatly improved credit position 
which the major railroads have at- 
tained in the last year or two.

The first and refunding mortgage 
bonds are secured by a first lien on

Vaneual Trend in Money, 

While money rates have been so yni- 
formly easy for the last month that 
this condition is no longer news, there 
was much comment yesterday on the 
absence of any reflection of the month- 
end settlements. Usually the last few 
days of the month bring, temporarily, 
a material advance in money rates. 
In December the call loan rate went to 
6 per cent., although, of course, the 
situation then was complicated by 
year-end settlements and other factors.

Italy Modernizing Industry. 

The expansion of electric facilities in 
Italy is recognized on Wall Street as 
one of the most important develop- 
ments in Europe in the last few 
months, and it has provided the basis 
for large amounts of financing in 
America. Bankers recently returned 
from Italy say that country is develop- 
ing a power system comparable with 
the most advanced methods in the 
United States. Many large industries 
are operated by electric power, adding 
greatly to their efficiency. From 
Italy’s standpoint the most important 
effect of this is that the country is be- 
ing gradually rendered independent of 
coal, the importation of which formerly 
imposed one of the most serious drains 
on Italian exchange. The moderniza- 
tion of industry in Italy is believed to 
be’ one of the factors responsible for 
the advance of Italian bonds to their 
present record heights.

Railway Valuation. 

The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court involving railroad val- 
uation is awaited with intense interest, 
railroad men stated yesterday, and the 
leading problem that it will settle is 
threefold. First, there is the question 
of how much of the railroad’s value ig 
to be recognized. It is the belief of the 
roads that current reconstruction costs 
constitute a clear indication of their 
valuation. Second, there is the ques- 
tion of depreciation—whether or not 
there is a real depreciation and what is 
its extent in relation to reconstruction 
costs—and third, the problem of the 
“‘going-concern value’’ of the roads. 
When these matters are settled, it was 
said yesterday, one of the most impor- 
tant phases of present-day railroading 
will be brought into a much clearer re- 
Hef and there will be opened up vistas 


affording much more profitable opera- 
tion of the lines.

$4,500,000 IN’ EXPERIMENTS 


Results Justify Construction of a 
Huge Plant at Hopewell; Va., | 
Officials Announce, 


With the announcement yesterday by 
thé Allied Chemica] and Dye Corpora- 
tion that it had purchased a site at 
Hopewell, Va., for the extraction. of 
nitrogen from the air, officials of the 
corporation said production would be 
“on a grand scale.” The announce- 
ment said the experimental - work, 
which had cost approximately $4,500,- 
000, justified installation of equipment 
of large capacity with a view to pro- 
ducing nitrogen products sufficient to 
enable the United States eventually to 
be independent of the importation of 
these products for use either in fer- 
tilizers or in war time. 


The company, one of the largest en- 
gaged in the manufacture of chem- 
icals, has for five years been conduct- 
ing laboratory experiments to estab- 
lish a' commercially feasible way of 
extracting nitrogen from the air. Most 
of the nitrogen now used in fertilizer 
and in munitions is imported from 
South America and Germany. When 
the project was attempted first, ex- 
perimental stations were constructed 
at Muscle Shoals, but this location was 
not satisfactory, and the plants have 
been moved to Hopewell, Va. In this 
connection the announcement said: 

“The economics as to location and 
technical process at Muscle Shoals not 
proving of interest, the company has 
acquired a large acreage accessible to 
both rail and deep water carriers at 
Hopewell for the location of its first 
installation; while the investment in 
plant necessary for these installations 
is very large, current assets of the 
company are ample to take care of 
the requirements without obligating 


the company in any way for additional 
financing.” 


COCA COLA STOCK INCREASE 


Doubling Number of Common Shares 
Is Proposed by Directors. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 31 (#.—The 
Coca Cola Company has declared a 
quarterly dividend of $2.50, an increase 
of 75 cents over the previous rate, on 
outstanding common stock of record 
March 15, and the directors recom- 
mended that the common stock be in- 
creased from 500,000 to 1,000,000 shares. 
Stockholders will pass on the recom- 
mendation at their annual meeting 

Feb. 28. 

The company also announced that 
the net profits for the year after Fed- 
eral income taxes and other Gomuc- 
tions were made amounted to $8,403, 
653.63. This compares with $7,899, 531 
in 1925.

Head of the Lackawanna Says Fuel

Concern Will Take Over 
Present Interests. 


STOCK TO BE EXCHANGED 


For Each Share of Old Two and 


a Half Shares of New—Better 
Dividend Basis Expected. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 31 (#).—A reorgan- 
ization of the Pullman Company in- 
volving the formation of a holding 
company to take over the two Pullman 
operating companies and the exchange 
by stockholders of stock now held for 
stock in the new company on the basis 
of two and one-half shares of new 
stock for each share of old was an- 
nounced tonight. 

The directors, meeting here today, 
appointed a committee composed of 
George F. Baker and J. P. Morgan of 


New York and John J. Mitchell of 
Chicago to carry out the plan. Details 
were not announced, but it is known 
that the car operating and manufac- 
turing companies will remain separate. 
The manufacturing activities were sep- 
arated on May 31, 1924, and all the 
stock of that division has been owned 
by the parent company. . 

The Pullman Company now has 
1,350,000 shares of $100 par value. The 
new company will have at least 3,375,- 
000 shares of no par value in order to 
make the exchange on the basis of two 
and one-half to one. 

For the year ended July 31, 1926, the 
best in the Pullman Company’s his- 
ry, earnings from all sources amount- 
ed to $13.42 a share on the old stock, 
which sold today at around $188 ex- 
dividend. There was'no indication of 
the dividend rate in prospect for the 
new stock but in — circles it. 
was estimated that it might be $4 or $5 
a share as against a rate on the pres- 
ent stock of $8 a share annually. 

At the last annual meeting E. F. 
Carry, President of the Pullman Com- 
pany, taking cognizance of reorganiza- 
tion rumors, told stockholders that 
when and. if apy action was taken it 
would be favorable to stockholders, 
and this led to the belief in financial 
circles that there would be a better 
dividend basis on the new stock than 
that now peavelling.

Investments Increase, Borrowings Drop, 
Latest Report of Federal Board Shows 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s condition state- 
ment of 681 reporting member banks 
in leading cities as of Jan. 26 shows 
an increase of $22,000,000 in investments 
and declines of $71,000,000 in loans and 
discounts, $149,000,000 in net demand 
deposits and $51,000,000 in borrowings 
from the Federal Reserve banks. 
Member banks in New York City re- 
ported an increase of $11,000,000 in in- 
vestments and reductions of $42,000,000 
in loans and discounts, $91,000,000 in 
net demand deposits and $28,000,000 in 

borrowings from the Federal Reserve 
Bank.

Hold- 
ings of other bonds, stocks and secur- 
ities were $6,000,000 above the previous 
week’s total, only nominal changes 
being shown for any of the Reserve 
districts. 

Net demand deposits declined during 
the week by $96,000,000 in the New 
York district, $23,000,000 in the Chicago 
district, $16,000,000 in the Philadelphia 
district and by $149,000,000 at all re- 
posting banks. 

Borrowings from the Federal Re- 
serve banks were reduced $51,000,000 at 
all reporting members and $32,000,000 
at’ reporting members in the New 
York district.

HARRISON, N. J., Jan. 31.—Patrick 
Celenette, 20 years old, who says his 
home is in Jackson, Mich., started 
walking out of here toward that city 
late this -afternoon, carrying a dog 
in his arms, just as. he had entered 

town before dawn this morning. 
Patrick appeared in the police: sta- 
tion. at 4 A. M.,. carrying the pup, 
which boasts neither lineage nor 


beauty, and said he would like lodg- 
ings in a cell if the police would -al- 
low the dog to stay with him. Ser- 
geant Joseph Coburn elicited the in- 
formation that the youth had acquired 
the dog by ‘right of combat from a 
man who was kicking the animal in 
a New York street. It was the only 
thing he had acquired in New York, 
though he went there recently to make 
his fortune.’ 

Practically penniless, lonesome and 
disheartened, he had just decided that 
Jackson, Mich., was a better town, 
when he saw the dog being mistreated. 
The fight ensued. The dog became 
Patrick’s frolicsome companion. over 
the Newark Turnpike last night, until 
an automobile struck it, shortly be- 
fore midnight, while Patrick was in a 
twelve-mile lonesome stretch through 
the North Jersey marshes. 

Sergeant Coburn gave the youth and 
the dog a cell. Later, after the young 
man had spent his last coins iodine 
and a splint for the animal’s leg, with 
a fifty-fifty ration of food for himbelf 
and pet, the police at the station con- 
tributed several dollars to speed the 
hikers on their way.
